20,525 subscriptions averaging 
$10.48 each, almost exactly half of 
the $21 average which prevailed in 
last year’s Community Fund-Citi- 
zens’ Committee campaign. 

Work of General Division. 

The United Relief Campaign, 
however, is intended to supplant 
not only the Community Fund-- 
Citizens’ Committee appeal, but aiso 
the Crisis Campaign and the relief 
drives of the Jewish Federation and 
Catholic charities. The disappoint- 
ing record of the general division 
led to the decision to conduct a 
resolicitation, such as already in 
progress in the larger subscrip- 
tions division.

MANY REVENUE IDEAS 
WILL HAVE HEARING 


General Sales Tax, Gross 
Income Levy, Gasoline 
and Stamp System on 
List of House Committee.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Gener- 


al reorganization of the Federal 
Government in the interests of 
economy will be undertaken by 
President-elect Roosevelt after he 


takes office March 4. He is ready} | * 


now to work out his plans. His 
term as Governor of New York 
ends tomorrow. 

_ Mr. Roosevelt’s plan became evi- 
dent after House: Democrats had 
proposed that he be given fuch 
broad authority and word i 
from Albany that the Gov 
thought “his shoulders broad 
erteugh” and was ready to assume 
full responsitility for consolidating 
many governmental units that now 
cost taxpayers between $4,000,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000,000 yearly. 

To this end, the Democratic lead- 
ers are preparing to block tk: re- 
grouping program submitted to 
Congress in a special message by 
President Hoover. A resolution will 
be offered in the House soon after 
Jan. 1 for this purpose and, with 
Democrats in control, its adoption 
seems assured. : 

Mr. Roosevelt's view is, his 
friends say, that the Chief Execu- 
tive, with the reorganization his re- 
sponsibility and his only, will be 
less subject to pressure from or- 
ganized groups, which may feel 
their interests are at stake, than 
the individual members of Con- 
gress. 

Senate Committee Approves. 

The Senate Economy Committee 
today approved the Democratic 
proposal to give Preisdent-elect 
Roosevelt blanket authority to re- 
organize the Government in the 
interest of economy. Action by 
the Senate Economy Committee 
forecasts early results on the re- 
organization proposal, which is to 
be put on the Treasury-Postoffice 
supply bill now pending in the Sen- 
ate. 

Another economy proposal sanc- 
tionad by the Democratic leaders 
and approved today by the Senate 
Econony Committee calls for the 
repeal of all permanent and in- 
definite appropriations amounting 
to about $140,000,000, exclusive of 
the sinking fund requirements on 
the public debt. The repeal pro- 
posal also, under the plan, is to be 
applied to the Treasury-Postoffice 
Department supply bill. It would 
require that all these appropria- 
tions be considered along with the 
annual appropriations by the bud- 
get and the President. 

Chairman Coliier of the House 
Ways and Means Committee said 
today he would give the commit- 
tee an opportunity to pass on the 
general sales tax next Wednesday. 

Collier, personally opposed to a 
general sales tax, said he doubted it 
would have much chance of being 
reported to the House. 

Stamp Tax System. 

A system of stamp taxes estimat- 
ed to raise about $75,000,000 an- 
nually is to be considered, Collier 
said, along with 1 per cent gross 
income levy on individuals and cor- 
porations, proposed by Representa- 
tive Griffin (Dem.), New York, to 
yield an estimated $1,000,000,000 an- 
nually. An increase in the tobacco 
tax as recommended last year by 
the Treasury but rejected by the 
committee also is to be considered. 

Collier added that the Federal 
gasoline tax of 1 cent a gallon 
would be continued for another 
year. It expires June 30, 19338. 

Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Kentucky, announced his Ways and 
Means Subcommittee had compiet- 
ed its study of duplicate taxation, 
showing 326 instances of duplicate 
taxation by the Federal Govern- 
ment, states or their political sub- 
divisions. In some cases three or 
four taxes on the same commodity 
were reported. Vinson said the 
study showed that the 1931 tax bur- 
den in the United States was nearer 
$9,500,000,000 than the $14,000,000,-

STATE FUNDS CLOSES 


Ridgely Farmers’ State at 
Springfield One of Prin- 
cipal Depositories.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dee: 30.— 
Doors of the Ridgely Farmers’ 
State Bank, one of the principal 
depositories of State funds, failed 
to open this morning. 

State Auditor Oscar Nelson an- 
nounced that the closing was a 
precautionary measure at the re- 


quest of directors and had been de- 
termined on for examination and 
adjustments of the bank’s account. 

Gov. Louis L. Emmerson is one 
of the directors of the bank, and 
George Keys, Republican candidate 
for State Treasurer several years 
ago, is one of the officers, aud son 
of the president, Edward D. Keys. 

The bank’s board of directors au- 
thorized the following statement: 

“Due to withdrawals! of deposits 
resulting in a decrease of reserves, 
the officers and directors deemed 
it advisable to suspend business in 
order to preserve the assets for the 
depositors and creditors.” 

The bank recéntly had requested 
a loan of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, but had been re- 
fused. 

State Treasurer Edward Barrett’s 
office issued this statement: 

“In regard to inquiries as to the 


amount of State money on deposit | {Tm organized force. 


with the Ridgely Farmers’ State 
Bank, at no time since Mr. Barrett 
has been in office has there been 
an excess of average deposit of 
$261,000 and since October, 1932, the 
deposit has been $105,253.32, which 
money is secured under the State 
depository law.” 

The bank’s last statement showed 
it had $2,955,377 of demand de-

PHOENIX, Ariz., Dec.. 0? J. 
Halloran, Phoenix lumber man and 
tsportsman, was indicted by the 
grand jury today in connection with 
the Winnie Ruth Judd murder case 
and. shortly afterward accepted a 
bench warrant charging he was an 
accessory in the slaying of Mrs. 
Agnes Anne Leroi and Miss Hedvig 
Samuelson. Halloran appeared at 
the courthouse and posted $3000 
bond. He was released pending 
preliminary hearing next Tuesday. 

The charge against him was based 
on alleged attempted concealment 
of a crime. He was not charged 
with implication in the slaying 
itself. The maximum penalty 
on convection would be five ‘years’ 
imprisonment. 

The indictment came two days 
after Mrs. Judd, condemned to be 
hanged Feb. 17 for ‘the slaying of 
Mrs. Leroi, and under a second 
charge of murder _ in- connection 
with the death of Miss Samuelson, 
appeared before the grand jury. 

Specifically, the true bill alleges 
Halloran “well knowing the said 
Winnie Ruth Judd to have com- 
mitted the said crime of murder, 
and with full knowledge that a 
felony, to-wit murder, had been 
committed by the said Winnie Ruth 
Judd, did then and there conceal 
the commission of said crime from 
the magistrate and did ‘harbor and 
protect the person of said Winnie 
Ruth Judd.” 

Evidence at Mrs. Judd’s trial was 
to the effect the killings took place 
in a Phoenix apartment, which 
Mrs. Leroi and Miss Samuelson oc- 
cupied together, “and which Mrs, 
Judd once had shared with them. 

The Arizona Supreme Court has 
entered an order closing the case 
of Mrs. Judd. The court acted aft- 
er receiving the State’s answer to 
her petition for a rehearing of its 
recent denial of her petition for a 
new trial. Under Arizona law, Mrs. 
Judd is not privileged to appeal 
again. 

The only avenues now open to 
Mrs. Judd, except possible action 
in Federal courts, are appeal to 
the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles for a commutation of sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, or an 
insanity hearing at the State pris- 
on. The latter must be requested 
by the Warden of the penitentiary 
before it can, under law, be grant-

TQ RAILROADS IN 1932 


Three Manufacturers With 
$137,000,000 Invested Verify 
Report on Business. 


A recent statement of the local 
representative of a railway equip- 
ment company, illustrating the 
plight of the railroads, that not one 
steam locomotive had been pur- 
chased by an American railroad in 
1932, has been verified through in- 
quiry by the Post-Dispatch. 

The three large companies man- 
ufacturing locomotives, with capi- 
talization totaling $137,000,000, have 
made not one sale of a steam loco- 


motive for road service in the Un't- 
ed States this year, officers of the 
companies said in reply to tele- 
graphic queries. A few internal 
combustion locomotives, for switch- 
ing use, were sold within the year, 
and one steam locomotive, for ex- 
port, was ordered from the Mon- 
treal works of the American Loco- 
motive Co. 

Replying to a query as to the 
prospect for revival of sales, Wil- 
liam C. Dickerman, president of the 
American Locomotive Co. of New 
York, said: “Immediate prospects 
for purchases of railroad equipment 
are not promising. The railroads 
will have to be assured of their 
fixed charges and some permanen- 
cy of traffic before substantial or- 
ders can be expected. I anticipate 
the coming year will release some 
orders for locomotives, as undoubt-

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 30.-—-A 
compulsory 50 per cent curtailment 
of next year’s cotton crop was in- 


dorsed last, night by the Southern 


Conference of Governors as a 
means of raising the price - the 
staple. 

The proposal, which had tHe ap- 
proval of Governors Martin 8S. Con- 
ner of Mississippi, and I. C. Black- 


wood of South Carolina, as well as 
representatives of the Governors of 
Texas, Tennessee, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama and Oklahoma, did not have 
unanimous agreement. 

One minority report was submit- 
ted by Charles T. Coleman of Little 
Rock, representing Gov. Har- 
vey Parnell of Arkansas. Another 
minority report came from Tom 
Linder, representing Governor-elect 
Talmadge of Georgia, a proponent 
of a cotton holiday for 1934. 

- Proposal of Majority. 

The majority report. indorsed leg- 
islation following the lines of the 
acts of the Legislatures of Texas, 
Arkansas and Mississippi last win- 


ter. The Texas act, later held un-| 


constitutional by a lower court, pro- 
vided that not more than 30 per 
cent of cultivated land could be 
planted in cotton. Sponsors esti- 
mate this legislation would cut cot- 
ton acreage by 50 per cent. 

Conner was instructed to com- 
municate the sentiment of the con- 
ference to Governors of the cotton 
states. 

“In the event Gov. Conner cannot 
secure the consent of Governors of 
states producing not liess’ than 
three-fourths of the cotton , 
to recommend the legislation above 
described,” the majority report said, 
“Gov. Conner is then authorized 
and requested to call a conference 
of Governors of all cotton produc- 
ing states to meet at such time and 
such place as he may determine, 
such conference to agree if possible 
upon legislation that they will 
recommend to their several legisia- 


tures to control cotton production.” 


Tax Loans for Two Years. 

The report called upon Federal 
authorities to provide loans to own- 
ers of occupied farms for the pur- 
pose of paying taxes for at least 
two years, and urged a two-year 
moratorium on farm foreclosures. 

Not only was the report opposed 
by the Arkansas delegation which 
sought an indorsement for the plan 
of Bob Snowden of Hughes, which 
embraced a demand for the aboli- 
tion of the Farm Board and the 
repeal of the Federal marketing 
acts and by the Georgia cotton holi- 
day enthusiasts, but there was a 
dissenting voice in Blackwood’s del- 
egation. . 

Indorsing the Arkansas minori- 
ty report. State Senator Carroll 
Nance of South Carolina, said: 

“You can record my vote against 
the whole business What we ought 
to do is memorialize Congress not 
to lend us any more money for 
seed to grow stuff we can’t sell.” 

Blackwood said he favored a 
voluntary cotton acreage reduction, 
but that he had submerged his 
personal ideas in an “effort to do 
the best I can” with the problem. 

The Georgia report submitted by 
Linder termed the majority report 
an acknowledgment of failure and 
said it “will convey the idea that 
this conference is deliberately side- 
etepping responsibility to take pos- 
itive action.”

Rolph of 
California after he retires as Gov- 
ernor. The Governor added that 
he could not say what he would 
write into the letter. 

The &-year-old mother of the 
man serving a life sentence for the 


Preparedness day bombing in San 
Francisco in 1916, failed to see Gov. 
Roosevelt yesterday as she reached 
Albany after the Governor had left 
the Capitol. He invited her to visit 
him at the executive mansion to- 


day. 

Entering the Governor's study, 
off the reception hall, Mrs. Mooney 
crossed to the desk, behind which 
‘sat the Governor. After shaking 
hands with the President-elect, she 
said: = 
“I wish you would do your ut- 
most to help my son, who has been 
in prison although he is innocent, 
for years. My boy is a good boy.” 

Roosevelt answered: 


“I feel sure because so many peo- 
ple believe he is innocent that there 
must be some reason for believing 
in his innocence.” 

Louis B. Scott of the Tom 
Mooney Molders’ Defense League, 
who accompanied Mrs. Mooney to 
the mansion said: “Mr. Roosevelt 
was very kind and considerate of 
‘Mother’ Mooney.” Scott, however, 


/ thought that Gov. Roosevelt could 


have taken a hand in the Mooney 
case. He said that he reminded 
Gov. Roosevelt that two Governors 
had written to California execu- 
tives in behalf of Mooneye 

“What do you think Mr. Roose- 
velt could do, for Mooney?” Scott 
was asked. 

“As President-elect, or as Presi- 
dent, he could rally the sympathy 
of the country and force California 
to free an innocent man,” Scott re- 
plied. 

Scott asserted he reminded Gov. 
Roosevelt that President Wilson 
had “saved Mooney’s life.” 
the President-elect answered that 
he was familiar with that “as I 
was in Washington at that time.”

Corhmunist Leader Says Thomas Campbell, 
Montana Wheat Farmer, Invented De- 
tails of Interview With Him ‘. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 30.—Joseph V. 
Stalin, head of the Communist par- 
ty, has personally written a biting 
criticism of an American, Thomas 
Campbell, author of a book recently 
published in the United States with 
the title “Russia, Market or 
Menace.” In the book, the Soviet 
leader charges, the writer “invent- 
ed” details of an interview he had 
with Stalin in Moscow in 1929. 

Campbell is said to operate the 
largest wheat farm in the world in 
Montana. 

In a signed article in the all- 
Union Communist party’s magazine 
“Bolshevik,” Stalin attacks Camp- 
bell for writing “sensational mis- 
representations designed to create 
advertising for the book and the 
author,” adding that “Mr. Camp- 
bell’s fancy is a real American 
one.” 

Stalin’s article is entitled “Mr. 
Campbell tells tales,” and its text 
contains frequent use of the word 
“tales” in describing Campbell’s 
writing. 

The bolshevik writer appends to 
the article a written record of the 
interview which, he says, is the best 
method of “establishing the facts.” 
Stalin uses the first person singu- 
lar only three times, employing the 
third person in referring to him- 
self on ‘every @her occasion. 
Invention or Misrepresentation. 
“A book in the English language 
written by a well-known agricultur- 
al man, Mr. Campbell... under 
the title ‘Russia, Market or 
Menace,” recently afpeared in 
America,” Stalin writes. 

“In this book Mr. Campbell ex- 
poses incidentally the ‘interview’ 
with Stalin which took place in 
Moscow in January, 1929. The inter- 
view is remarkable because of the 
fact that each sentence is an in- 
vention or a sensational misrepre- 
sentation having the purpose to

place. Mr. Campbell could not ig- 
nore that Stalin does not need 
‘friends’ like Campbell.

“In reality this record was sent 
to Mr. Campbell by the translator, 
Comrade Jarotzky, without any re- 
mark at all. Mr. Campbell evi- 
dently desires to speculate on 
Stalin.” 

Objects to Reference to Trotzky. 

“Mr. Campbell fabricates more 
and more when he ascribes to Stalin 
words like ‘under Trotzky (exiled 
Russian Bolshevik) they really tried 
to extend Communism all over the 
world and this was the first reason 
for the rupture between Trotzky 
and himself (Stalin), that Trotzky 
trusted world Communism while he 
(Stalin) wanted to limit his activity 
in his own country.’ ; 

“This senseless fabrication which 
turns facts upside down can be be- 
lieved only by deserters to the 
camps of Kautsky, Wells and Mr. 
Trotzky.” 

(This reference apparently was to 
Karl Kautsky, German Socialist, 
and H. G. Wells, British novelist, 
who several years ago praised Rus- 
sian institutions.) “In fact, the con- 
versation with Campbell had no re- 
lation to the question of Trotzky 
and Trotzky’s name was not men- 
tioned during all the conversation,” 
the article went on.

A Commuter’s Farewell. 
To "the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NOTHER institution is passing away 
sin the changing conditions of life. Ef- 
fective the first of the year, Frisco sub- 
urban service here will be abolished. 
When No. 85 leaves Union Station at 5:58 
p. m. on New Year’s eve, it will be the 
last of a line of locals dating back for 
nearly half a century. 

Fifteen years ago this commuters 
service was in its heyday. There used 
to be a dozen trains each way to Valley 
Park and Pacific daily, from early morn- 
ing till midnight, and on Saturday after- 
noons and Sundays this route to the Mer- 
amec River was busy with long, crowded 
trains. War-time conservation startéd the 
decline of the locals; good roads, the pri- 
vate automobile and the. bus gradually 
finished it. In the face of losses, the 
Frisco got permission to stop the service. 
Of tate, there had been only three trains 
each way te Valley Park on weekdays 
and none on Sundays. 

There was a rare camaraderie among 
the commuters in the old days. They 
knew each other, first by sight and then 
by name, They talked politics and the 
weather. An occasional stalwart would 
speak loud enough for a whole coach to 
hear. Romance thrived among the 
younger suburbanites. Old cronies flopped 
over the same seat-back every morning 
and evening and played pinochie. No 
bridge in those days. Most of the pas 
sengers knew the crews by name—Pat, 
Bob and Matt still call stations in many 
memories. The Sunday evening trains to 
town used to be so full they would have 
to stop west of old Meramec Highlands 
to get all the fares. Many @ commuter, 
staying downtown for a show, used to 
know just when to wake up on the old 
11:30. A change in schedule was an event. 
But gasoline has supplanted steam, and 
commuters have deserted steel for con- 


/ 


issue from the bridge tolls, and it is believed this 
can be done within 10 years. The bond issue was 
overwhelmingly approved. Of St, $1,000,000 has been 
set aside to create work for the jobless. 

Delayed until December, the regular relief drive 
had disappointing results, even though Catholic and 
Jewish relief agencies pooled their fortunes with the 
others, and the character-building agencies were not 
included. When the drive failed to attain its goal of 
$3,850,000 by the appeinted day, Dec. 15, it was con- 
tinued indefinitely. Some $2,200,000 has been pledged 
so far. Sensational charges that the wealthy were 
evading their obligations were made by Ethan A. H. 
Shepley, head of the larger gifts division, and other 
campeign officials, and it is hoped the remainder will 
be forthcoming from the large givers. 

Except for the $1,000,000 mentioned, all relief 
money is being poured into the grim necessities of 
the emergency. That is, no plan of getting at the 
fundamental causes of the city’s plight is being con- 
sidered. E. G. Steger, in a Post-Dispatch interview 
last fall, intimated that the formation of an economic 
council in the city might result in the alleviation of 
unemployment, but the intimation fell on fallow 
ground. Meantime, dispirited men gather at the 
Provident Association, the Ozanam Shelter, Father 
Dempsey’s, Welcome Inn and the city’s lodging house 
in ever longer lines. The city is looking no farther 
than its nose and, if the depression continues through 
1933, even funds for direct relief may be unobtain- 
able. : 

The’ year witnessed practical completion of the 
city’s 10-year improvement plan, inaugurated by the 
1923 bond issue. It saw the completion of the $11,- 
000,000 Rivér des Peres project, after eight years of 
work; the clearing of the Memorial Plaza of all but 
a few buildings,-which are scheduled to be wrecked be- 
fore next spring; the clearing of Aloe Plaza, result- 
ing in the rediscovery of Union Station’s impressive 
architecture; completion of the $600,000 Nurses’ 
Home and of the $108,000 Biddle Market; construc- 
tion of the terminal building at the airport, a $150,- 
000 project; beginning of construction of the $6,000,- 
000 Municipal Auditorium and the $1,200,000 hospital 
for Negroes. | 

The year also witnessed the widening and exten- 
sion of Market street from Twentieth to Third streets, 
and of Natural Bridge avenue from Florissant ave- 
nue and Twenty-first street to Kingshighway boule- 
vard, except for the six blocks between Garrison and 
Fair avenues, held up by the dispute about. re 
moval of trees in Fairground Park; the opening 
of Enright avenue as an arterial highway; the 
payment into court, from the bond issue revolving 
‘fund, of damage awards on Morgan street. Twelfth 
boulevard, north of O’Fallon street, remains the only 
big widening project still in court. Director of Streets 
and Sewers Brooks has put into motion the movement 
to widen Third street in the downtown district, which 
will facilitate cross-town traffic and make lower 
downtown more easily accessible. 

Great pressure was put upon the Board of Alder- 
men to repeal othe® widening projects, and in many 
cases it was successful. While some of the widenings 
were of minor importance, repeal of the Fourteenth

during the year was the proposal of J. A. Wolf, di- 
rector of the Neighborhood Association, for slum 
clearance and the erection of model homes for work- 
ers within walking distance of downtown.

ment. 


After years of agitation, the Board of Aldermen ' 


adopted a plan for the revision of St. Louis’ assess- 
ment system, to make it accord with the modera sci- 
entific systems used in St. Paul, Cleveland and other 
cities. At present, St. Louis property is assessed on 
a rule-of-thumb basis, and many tax inequalities are 
the inevitable result. A Bureau of Municipal Re 
search report showed that assessments vary from 17 
to 99 per cent of sale prices. Assessor Gebner first 
opposed, then agreed to the new plan, but no funds 
were voted to carry it into effect. Presumably, these 


funds will be forthcoming next year; certainly the 


idea should not be permitted to die. © 

By the use of permanent registration of voters, a 
device in effect in many states in the Union, St. Louis 
could save $150,000 a year in election costs. Miss 
Bobb, chairman of the Election Board, favors such 
a pian, and an effort will be made to get the neces- 
sary legislation from the Legislature. Kansas City, 
for several legislative terms, has appealed for per- 
manent registration, and this time is expected to get 
it. It would be most unfortunate if St. Louis were 
not included. 

The nation-wide landslide at the November elec 
tion caused the defeat of the entiré Republican ticket 
in St. Louis by pluralities ranging from 60,000 to 103,- 
000. Such a spectacle has not been witnessed here 
since 1912, when, because of the Progressive split, 
the Democrats carried the city by pluralities ranging 
from 3000 to 25,000. By way of illustrating the com- 
pleteness of the rout, two Democratic Aldermen were 
elected, making it the first time since the new Char- 
ter was adopted in 1914 that any but Republican feet 
have trod the chamber, officially. Encouraged by the 
election of so many Democratic local officials in No- 
vember, the party is making strenuous efforts to cap- 
ture the mayoralty next spring. As yet, however, no 
outstanding candidates have appeared. The Repub- 
licans, spurred to top speed, are gathering in hordes 
around Judge Nenun, Mayor Miller being politically 
kaput.

NE hesitates to speak frankly about 

the Radio City Music Hall in Roctke- 

feller Center. So many persons have 
invested hope and money in the enterprise 
thet almost it seems incumbent upon the 
mere outsider to wish it success and say no 
more. Yet its sponsors invite more than 
perfunctory tolerance. They have built 
something enormous for the purpose of as- 
tounding the world, and it will not do 
merely to ignore them politely. 

What they have done is to build a theater 
which is so long that from the back rows 
the performers look like pygmies and is s0 
wide that from the nearer seats the eye 
cannot encompass thé whole stage. For such 
a theater, it would be necessary to create 
some radically new kind of spectacle, some 
sort of show in which the individual] per- 
former was disregarded, because few ‘in the 
audience can establish any relation 
with him, and to substitute gigantic, dolls 
or the mass effect of regiments of people. 

I do not pretend, of course, to know what 
ecan~be done on such a stage, but it is evi- 
dent that the showmen now in charge of 
Radio City are equally in the dark. There 
was no evidence on the first night that 
they had ever paused long enough to con- 
sider whether, in changing the whole scale 
of the theater, it was necessary to change 
the character of the show, It seemed, to me 

they thought the way to use 
stage ever built was to put on 
it the longest vaudeville show ever given.

Circuit Attorney Miller Says 
“Stop Them Before 
They Start.” 


Although St. Louis juries are as- 
sessing heavier penalties in crim- 
inal cases, and crime, as a highly 


organized profession, is diminish- | 


ing here, Circuit Attorney Frank- 
lin Miller regrets ‘the lesson 
“doesn't seem to go home” to 
youthful first offenders. 

“Without casting any stones at 
our sister cities,” Miller said in a 
talk yesterday to Kiwanis Club 
members, “it is conservative to say 
that it is safer to walk the streets 
in St. Louis than in many other 
communities, some of them with 
larger population. 

“But the youthful first offender 
—the ‘punk’, who wants some 
money, thinks he won't get caught, 
or doesn’t think at all, doesn’t 
count the cost or fear the penalty, 
however severe. If you want to 
halt crime, get to the young. Edu- 
cation will solve the problem. Stop 
them before they start out. Give 
youngsters the lowdown on the 
crime business and show them it. 
doesn’t pay. 

Thief's Annual Net Profit. 


“T have statistics compiled dur- 
ing my term of office to show that 
the thief, counting the time he 
serves in the penitentiary, is 
lucky if he shows a net profit of 
10 cents a year.” 

Mdre adequate reformatories, to 
encourage first offenders in decent 
living and higher ideals, were im- 
perative if a “wall the 
crime wave” was to be huilt, Miller 
said. 

Miller, a Democrat, was intro- 
duced at the meeting by Oliver T. 
Remmers, Republican president of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 
who complimented the Circuit At- 
torney on his administration. 

“The success of St. Louis during 
the last four years in combating 
crime,” Miller said, “is due to the 
remarkable co-ordination, regard- 
less of politics, existing among the 
Police Department, the judiciary 
and the prosecutor. It avails noth- 
ing when police gather evidence,

ularity to Goethe’s “Faust” while

Particularly, he said, before the 
annual convention of the Modern 
Lan Association at Yale Uni- 
versity, the work “found a home 
not in Boston or Cambridge, the 
philosophic centers of the United 
States, but in St. Louis, Mo.” 

In St. Louis he declared the 
drama was intimately bound up 
with a significant intellectual and 
spiritual movement, later called the 
St. Louis movement in philosophy. 
In 1864 the Philosophical Society of 
St. Louis was founded to study 
philosophy, especially that of Hegel, 
and the work that seemed most 
closely connected with the study 
was Goethe's Faust. He said “St. 
Louis felt an inner relationship be- 
tween herself and Faust because 
both Faust and St. Louis were la- 
boring under a great illusion.” 

That city, Walz said, was strug- 
gliing with the conviction that it 
was destined to be the greatest city 
not only in the West, but in the 
United States.

NEW YORK SENDS 
CATCHER HOGAN 
BACK TO BRAVES 
IN A CASH DEAL

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—The Bos- 
ton Braves will have to provide 
food for Frank Hogan’s gargan- 
tuan appetite during the 1933 Na- 
tional League season. 

The large catcher was sold to the 


Braves for cash by the New York 
Giants yesterday, the eleventh 
player Manager Bill Terry has dis- 
posed of since the close of the 
Giants’ disastrous 1932 campaign. 
The amount of money was not re- 
vealed but was believed to be in 
the neighborhood of $20,000. 

Hogan, one of the many Somer- 
ville, Mass., boys who “made good” 
in big league baseball, will feel 
quite at home in Boston. He made 
his major lea~ue debut there with 
the Braves wuo sold him, along 
with outfielder Jimmy Welsh, to 
the Giants in 1927 in the amazing 
deal that sent Rogers Hornsby to 
the Hub. 

Trading of the big catcher has 
been forecast ever since the Giants 
secured Gus Mancuso, young back- 
stop, from the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Terry sought to trade Hogan during 
the basketball meetings here ~§ in 
December but could not get the 
players he wanted in return. Ho- 
gan then went onthe block for 
cash and Boston put enough on the 


line to persuade Terry, to let him 


go. 
Hogan has been one of the 
league’s leading ‘catchers for sever- 
al years, despite his bulk and slow- 
ness. His batting fell “off to .287 
in 1932, his worst season. His 
fielding held up well, however. He 
compiled an average of .983- and 
handled 522 chances, more than any 
other backstop in the league. He 
set the league fielding record: for

Although noting the impossibil- 
ity, in a game involving so much 
physical contaet, of eliminating ac- 
cidents and injuries entirely, by 
the modification of the rules aior 
the report says:

Death of Railroad Detective Recalls Work in 
Cutting Robberies. From $500,000 
- ‘to $3000 a.Year.. 


railroads were being operated by 
the Government, the loss of freight 
by theft in the extensive East Side 
railroad yards amounted to about 
$500,000 annually. Shipping was 
congested, merchandise valuable, 
watchmen few, and conditions gen- 
erally made a situation propitious 
for large thefts of freight by — 


ized gangs. 
To stop the thefts, officials of the 


wartime Railroad Administration 
in 1918 established the Railroad 
Flying Squad of 16 picked mé4n to 
combat the thieves. As chief of 
the squad they selected Timothy J. 
Sullivan, whose death from heart 
disease occurred last Friday at his 
home, 1047A North Taylor avenue. 
At the time of his appointment he 
was a special agent for the Frisco 
Railroad and had been previously 
a St. Louis policeman. 

@A Hard and Dangerous Job. 
“It was no easy job, and a dan- 
gerous one,” explained E. R. Hines, 
chief special agent of the Terminal 
Railroad, under whose direction 
Sullivan and the squad were placed. 


ing a dozen miles of railroad yards 
from Dupo, IIl., on the south to 
Madison, Ill., on the north. It need- 
ed someone with energy to follow 
the slightest kind of a clew, and 
the persistence to trace widely 
scattered stolen merchandise. It re- 
quired a man able to make a host 
of friends who would give him in- 
formation and still be stern in his 
performance of duty. 

“Tim Sullivan fitted the job. 
About the time the squad was or- 
ganized, the combined theft losses 
of the 19 roads contributing to the 
support of the squad amounted to 
$500,000 in one year. The Terminal 
loss alone was $270,000. Last year, 
freight losses in the East Side yards 
did not exceed $3000. There were 
contributing factors to the steady 
reduction in losses from year to 
year, but the squad under Sullivan 
was the chief factor.” 

Ex-Railroad Men Included. 
Hines said many of the members 
of the gangs of freight thieves were 
disgruntled railroad men who had 
been discharged, and their numbers 
were increased after the railroad 
strike of 1921. They knew the move- 
ments of trains and the value of 
shipments, and their presence in 
the gangs made necessary the ut- 
most caution in investigations, since 
they had many friends among the 
crews. 

“Sullivan’s faculty of making and 
keeping the friendship, even of men 
he had sent to the penitentiary, was 
one of his best assets,” Hines said. 
“He became friends with practical-

ly everyone who lived-around the 
railroad yards and established con- 
nections with reliable employes in 
every switchyard, His sources were 
invaluable to him, for there ‘are 
few clews left about a broken car 
door and missing merchandise.” 


Hines estimated Sullivan had 
been instrumental-in sending about 
50 men to the Federal penitentiary 
and as many more to State prisons. 

“He had a fine memory for names 
and descriptions of men wanted for 
crime, and in his rounds on patrol 
picked up valuable information that 
he furnished police of St. Louis and 
East St. Louis on wanted crim- 
inals,” Hines said. “ 


Pistol battles fought by members 
of the Flying Squad with men they 
attempted to question or arrest 
while patroling the yards at night 
indicates the danger of their occu- 
pation. In the last three years two 
members of the squad were shot to 
death in pistol duels. 


Fired at Last August. 


Sullivan narrowly escaped being 
shot last August by a Negro who 
suddenly drew a revolver and emp- 
tied it at Sullivan and two other 
agents as they were opening the 
Negro’s automobile to search for 
stolen merchandise. The Negro, a 
railroad employe, had promised to 


get the key for the automobile, but

The section 
that has worn on your sweeper may 
be replaced much more cheaply

Add a sprig of thyme, one 
onion cut in slices and a stalk 
of celery and cook again gen- 
tly for two and a half hours 
more. Cool and clarify. 

To clarify remove fat and 
pour soup into a clean kettle. 
Add the crushed shells of two 
eggs. Stir thie-inte the soup, 
then bring to a boil and from 
the min@te it begins to boil let 
it cook steadily for 10 minutes. 
Set on back of stove for a few 
minutes to settle, then strain 
through a cloth but never 
squeezing the bag. Reheat and 
serve with slices of lemon and 
chopped parsley. 

Marinated Herring. 

Buy one keg of milk herring. 
Remove from the keg and soak 
in cold water for at least four 
hours, changing the water 
three or four times. Skin, cut 
off the heads and tails and 
open carefully to remove the 
milk. Place the milk in a bowl. 
Remove the back bones. Run 
the milk through a colander 
and to it add one pound of 
ground unblanched almonds. 
Cut the herring in fillets and 
place them in a stone jer.

Pneumonia. 

IR WILLIAM QSLER, who died 
of pneumonia in 1920, described 
the disease as “the friend of the 
In his textbook he wrote “Taken 
off by it in an acute, short, not oft- 
en, painful illness, the old escape 
those cold graduations of decay 
that make the last stage of all so 
distressing.” 

Pneumonia, however, does not 
confine its attack to the aged. 
Children are susceptible to it, and 
so are men in the active years of 
their lives. Men are more fre 
quently affected than women. 

Pneumonia is a seasonal disease. 
Its prevalence begins to motint be- 
ginning with the month of October, 
and it reaches the high peak during 
the months of January, February 
and March. It then begins to de- 
cline and during June, July, August 
and September is at its lowest. 

Much study has been devoted to 
the subject of pneumonia, and dur- 
ing the last 10 years appreciable 
progress has been made in the 
treatment of the disease. 3 

While the term pneumonia indi- 
cates that the activity of the germs 
is centered in the lungs, for pneu- 
monia means inflammation of the 
lungs, the body as a whole is affect- 
ed by the disease. The complica- 
tions of pneumonia thereforé are 
numerous. 

During the disease the pneumonia 
germ may gain entrance into the 
blood stream and thus affect the 
heart and the coverings of the 
brain. 

Besides causing congestion of the 
lungs and interfering with the func- 
tions of respiration, the germs also 
produce a toxin, and for this rea- 
son high fever is one of the char- 
acteristics of the disease. 

. In recent years scientists have 
devoted much labor to the develop- 
ment of sera for the treatment of 
pneumonia. Two such sera have 
been developed, one for the treat- 
ment of pneumonia type one and 
another for type two. 

It is expected that before long 


| we may have effective sera for oth- 


er forms of pneumonia in the four 
groups classified according to the 
types of germs responsible.
